Merle Shain is a sad-eyed, fortyish woman who 
read "The Tech of Loving" long before I wrote it, 
It was marvelous to pick up a book in an airport 
to kill time on the flight to Miami, and find 
someone preaching the same truths. 


There is no thematic difference between these 
two ‘books; you might. as well buy them both and 
read them as one. The author is optimistic enough 
to believe that all human beings are capable of 
loving and being loved, and yet realistic enough 
to recognize that good, sane, unselfish love is 
not. to. be. had without _ work, humor,.._and 
considerable introspection. She says some things 
Io didn’t say, but should have: You mustbe 
prepared to forgive a great deal in order to love; 
you must be generous with your time and your 
feelings. : ‘ 


The author maintains a strong personal 
preference throughout the books; much of what she 
relates has happened personally to her, and it 


shows. The feelings are there. The feelings, and 
the author's reaching for the feelings 
occasionally cause the text to ramble a little, 


but I will forgive her that. She ‘says, in the 
process of rambling, some very remarkable things. 
Things that are so obvious I wondered why I had 
never thought of them-- yet I hadn't. 


What I saw as the most important message in 
either of these books was this: Know yourself, and 
in that. knowing, love. Loving and learning, 


people. At the bottom line the two are one and 
the same.
